Bowles Make a Startling Report— 
M ntrie Height Eutirely Lack- 
ing in Both Vessels — Rebuilding 
May Be Necessary—Satfety Can Only 
Re Secured by Shipping Water tor 
Ballast os Fast as Coal * Consumed. 


Washington, D. Sime 12.—[Special.]— 
Two cruisers of the navy—the New Orleans 
and Albany—which were purchased during 
the emergency before the war between 
Spain and the United States, have been de- 


clared to be a menace to the lives of the 


Officers and men who wil! serve on them, 

The worst feature in connection with the 
condition of these two vessels is that there 
is no remedy which will insure them from 
* turning turtle.“ This information was 
submitted to the Navy department today 
by Rear Admiral Philip Hichborn, the chief 
constructor, who presented a detailed tech- 
nical report from Naval Constructor Pr. F. 
Bowles, who has been making extensive 
experiments at the New York Navy Yard 
on the New Orleans. | 

The results obtained with the so-called 
heeling test of that ship apply, of course, 
to the sister ship, the Albany, now in the 
final stages of construction at the worka 
of Sir W. G. Armstrong at Newcastle-on- 
Tyne. Both ships are topheavy, and there 
is no way to increase the stability so as to 
make the véssels absolutely safe. 


Bowles Says They Are ae 

Mr. Bowles, 
Construction, declares the ships danger- 
ous,“ and suggests that the commanding 
officers of the vessels be advised of the con- 
dition and be required to guard against it. 
Bowles found, as a result of the scientific 
tests conducted at Brooklyn with the New 
Orleans, that the required metacentric 
height, as naval architects term it, was en- 
tirely lacking. In the Machias and the 
Castro the difference between the metacen- 
tric, height and the center of gravity of 
weight was twenty-three inches, and was 
considered fatal to the stability of those 
vessels, Experts became alarmed and the 
department feared the ships would capsize 
in a heavy seaway. The remedy was in en- 
larging both ships, and this was done at 
great cost. 

In the case of the Albany and the New 
Orleans the difference is minus six inches— 
a remarkable fact, which will create con- 
sternation when it. becomes known in the 
service, Naval officers and men will dis- 
like going to the ship, which has now been 
declared dangerous and unstable. No 
such condition has ever before confronted 
the naval authorities, who are aware of 
the disclosures made by Construct@r Bowles 
and Rear Admiral Hichborn. They are 
greatly disturbed. They must seek what 
little remedy there is for the defects. In 
this they may be dy the advice al- 
ready given by Mr. Bowles. He 16 able to 
offer little encouragement beyond having 
the ships discarded.

General Strike Threatened. 

A general sympathetic strike is threat- 
ened. The Central Labor union, which rep- 
resents 50,000 men, will hold a special meet- 
ing on Wednesday night to consider the 
proposition of calling out all the members 
of the affiliated unions. This action was 
prompted by the answer made to the State 
Board of Arbitration at noon by the di- 
rectors of the company. In that answer 
was a plain declination to submit the ques- 
tion to arbitration so long as it embraced 
the proposition of recognizing the Street 
Car Men's unYon. 

As soon as this answer was made known 
to the union men a meeting was called of 
all the business agents of labor unions in the 
city, and these adopted resolutions to sup- 
port the strikers and call a meeting of the 
federated body to consider the advisability 
of a sympathetic strike, in the hopes of 
bringing the consolidated company to terms. 


Have People’s Sympathy. | 

The people generally seem to be in sym- 
pathy with the strikers, and this fact will, 
it is believed, go a long way toward the 
encouragement of a general strike. Sev- 
eral times during the day when it was nec- 
essary to get some obstruction on the track

M’CLAUGHRY IMPELLED BY FAILING 
HEALTH TO MAKE A CHANGE. 
Gives Up Office at Illinois Penitentiary 

and Takes Superintendency of [| 
United States Prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kas.—Explains to Governor 
Tanner That Physicians Declare a 
Change Necessary — Former Con- 
gressman Murphy Succeeds Him. 


Joliet, III., June 12.—[Spectal.]—Major R. 

° McClaughry has resigned as Warden 
of the Illinois Penitentiary here, and his 
resignation has Been accepted. E. J. Mur- 
phy of East St. Louis, III., who was formerly 
Warden of the Chester Penitentiary under 
Governor Fifer, and is now a member of 
the State Board of Pardons, has been ap- 
pointed to the Walsonaney here, to take 
effect July 1. 

The new Warden is a former Congress- 
man from the East St. Louis district. He 
has had a wide experience in connection 
with penal institutions. Major McClaugh- 

ry has accepted the Superintendency of 
the United States Penitentiary at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas, and he will go there as 
soon as released froni his duties here. With 
his resignation to the commissioners of the 
penitentiary Major McClaughry sent to 
Governor Tanner a letter, in which he says: 

Having be advised by two eminent 
physicians, after several examinations, that 
continued residence at the penitentiary, ex- 
posed to the gases, fine cinder, and carbon 
that are poured in upon that institution 
from the adjacent mills and furnaces, is 
working serious and permanent injury to 
my health, I have felt it my duty to accept 
an unsolicited offer from the Department 
of Justice, Washington, D. C., to take 
charge of the United States Penitentiary at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kas., and have this day 
tendered to the Board of Commissioners 
my resignation as Warden of the Illinois 
State Penitentiary, to take effect at the 
close of duty, June 30, 1890. I cannot let 
this opportunity pass without expressing 
to you my sincere thanks for the kindness 
that you have uniformly shown me person- 
ally; also my appreciation of the intelligent 
and valuable support that you have given 
the management of this penitentiary 
throughout your administration. It grieves 
me more than I can express that I am com- 
pelled to sever the exceedingly pleasant re- 
lations that have so long existed between 
us, and leave my native State. Be assured 
that you have my most earnest wishes for 
your success and prosperity. porenpeny and 
officially.”

GERMANY AGAINST ARBITRATION. 
Emperor William of Germany is said to 
have announced through Dr. Zorn at The 
Hague that as he held his throne by divine 
right he could not think of abating his 
sovereignty by agreeing to any arbitration 
scheme. Authoritative advices deny that 
Germany has thus far dene anything to 
ea use the failure of arbitration, but there 
is no reason to question the general ac- 
curacy of the report of Dr. Zorn's speech. 
Germany may soften its opposition as the 
plan takes more definite shape. The Kaiser 
is likely to hesitate before defeating the 
whole arbitration movement, yet it has been 
known from the first that Germany would 
take least kindly to a general application of 
the idea. | 
It is fully known that Germany is the 
chief opponent of arbitration, whatever the 
extent of the opposition may be. If the 
Kaiser bas put forth the plea of divine 
right and the other bits of sophistry that 
appear in the cabled report of Dr. Zorn’s | 
speech,-it may be taken for granted that 
these are not his real reasons. The proposi- 
tion to establish a permanent tribunal car- 
ries with it no compulsion to use it if the 
disputants do not so desire. It therefore 
implies no loss of sovereignty. The Em- 
peror is reported as refusing to pledge him- 
self to bow to the decision of judges he 
had not appointed, but under the Ameri- 
can plan each disputing power would prac- 
tically mame the judges by the process of 
eliminating all those who were not ac- 

The real cause of Germany’s dislike for 
arbitration is that it will destroy the ad- 
vantage of complete preparedness for war, 
which is Germany’s strong suit. The Ger- 
man Empire is in a position to go to war 
any moment, while all other European 
powers would need a few weeks for prepara-® 
tion. The delay caused by submitting a. 
dispute to arbitration would rob Germany 
of this advantage. The American plan in- 
cludes a provision for a delay of thirty days 
before declaring war, though permitting 
the mobilization of ferces in the interim. 
It is readily seen that this would destroy 
all Germany's present advantage in being 
able to strike a swift blow before an enemy 
could become fully organized. |

ning, and why England's and Russia's less

Ex-CGonsul Williams of 
Manila recently invited a The Markets) 
representative firm of Phil- ef Manila. 
ippine importers to prepare . 
a statement as to the kinds of goods most in 
demand in these islands. The statement is 
printed in a recent number ef the Consular 
Reports, and it gives many practical sug- 
gestions to American manufacturers and ex- 
porters. The most immediate promise of | 
increased business with the Philippines lies 
in cotton goods and in certain articles of | 
fron and stedi—notably galvanized sheet iron 
for roofing purposes. That the United States 
is now fully prepared to assume control of 
the Philippine market in cotton goods is 
shown from our present position in the Chi- 
nese market. Lord Charles Beresferd states 
in his book that in the last ten years the 
American trade in plain cottons in China 
has increased 121 per cent, while that of 
Great Britain has decreased 14 per cent. 
American mills are able to compete with the 
Lancashire and Indian mills and to displace 
their goods in the Orient. The trade in cot- 
ton goods and yarns is 40 per cent of the Chi- 
nese import trade, and it is fair to assume 
that it is about the Same percentage of the 
Philippine imports. Mr. Williams’ report 
states certain objections to the Spanish 
shirtings, including the overloading of the 
goods with starch, which should be noted by 
American manufacturers. Now that all 
goods have to pay the same rates of duty 
there is no reason why the American trade 
in the Philippines should not at once begin 
the rapid expansion achiewed in China. |

The Macon (Ga.) Telegraph recently 

called the attention ef Tue Cuicaco Tris- 

UNE to the “ negro evil” in that State, and 

asked it to include in its annual statistics 

of lynchings statistics of the crimes com- 

mitted by negroes. Of course the Telegraph 

was not honest in this invitation, as it knew 
it to be impracticable. It was simply an 

effort to make an indirect apology for mob 

murders by making it appear that the 

“ negro evil” was responsible for it. 

Tus Tarisune would now call the atten- 
tion of its Georgia contemporary to one 
glaring instance of the white evil” in 
that State. The whites of Griffin have re- 
solved that the negroes shall have no part 
in the industries of thattown. They began 
by terrorizing the negroes. A party of 
ruffians, called the “ Laborers’ Union 
Band,” dragged colored workmen from 
their homes and flogged them, at the same 
time notifying them that if they dared to 
return to work they would be punished still 
worse. Their employers were also threat- 
ened in ease they continued hiring colored 
labor. The following placard was posted 
upon the door of every manufacturing con- 
cern in Griffin and upon most of the stores: 

To the negro and to whom it may concern: The 
object of this is to put you on notice that after 
next Saturday night no negro will be allowed to ask 
for employment at either of the following named 
places—to-wit: The two cotton milis, the ol! mill, 
the machine shops, wood shops, wood yards, or to 
do any carpenter work on any public or private 
' pbuilding, or to drive any public drays, delivery 
wagons, or bread wagons in and around Griffin. 
We trust the managers and merchants will dis- 


charge the negroes promptly and fill their places 
with white labor, which can easily be done, and 
save us the trouble of going through the negro, 
for we will certainly do so with a deaf ear to his 
groans and petitions. _ | 

This brutal threat is a fair sample of the 
“white evil” in that section of Georgia. 
The negro is not only denied the right of 
trial but the right to work, the short-sighted 
brutes not realizing that idleness, partic-- 
ularly enforced idleness, fs the surest step 
to crime. The négro evil is not the only 
evil in Georgia. There is quite as much 
of the “ white evil.” It is difficult to de- 
termine which is the worse of the two. 

TELEPHONE RATES. | 

If the automatic telephone—operated 
without the aid of the exchange girl, but 
by the subscriber's adjusting a lever to 
a given number on a dial—proves a suc- 
cess for general use, a material reduction 
will be effected in the cost of maintaining 
telephone service. An even more revolu- 
tionary drop in cost will occur if some 
device is discovered fof a multiple use 
of the same wire, corresponding to the 
present multiple use of wires in sending 
telegraph messages. But even w'thout 
such cheapening improvements the pres- 
ent charges for telephones in this city are 
undoubtedly extortionate. 

From facts stated in a recent consular 
report, the following remarkable contrast 
to our own conditions appears to exist in 
the City of Toronto. The cost of tele- 
phone service in Chicago for double metal- 
lic circuit is, for a business connection, $175, 
and for a residence connection $125 per 
year.

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FEAR BLOW AT TEACHERS 


AIROUSES DISOUSSION, 


Pe Gesolution of Trustee Keating Post- 
ponts Date for Choice from June 
@ Tin December Opposed—H. H. Gross 
| Declares It Will Be, if Passed, a Dis- 
* tarbing Factor Likely to Demoral- 
| ize the Force of Instructors—Comes 
4 _. , Before Board Tomorrow Night. 


Another matter has arisen to vex the 
minds of the teachers in the public schools 
and make their positions uncertain. It is a 
resolution introduced by Trustee Keating 
and to be voted on tomorrow evening by the 
Board of Education postponing the election 
of teachers from the last Wednesday in 
= June till the first oneGin January. The 
7 effect of this measure, If passed, will be to 
force the teachers to work one-third of the 
r without knowing whether they are to 
retained the remainder, and if they are 
not re@lected to throw them out at a time 
when there is no chance of securing other 
‘employment for months to come. Coming 
on the heels of other matters calculated to 
: annoy and harass them, the teachers regard 
this order as the last straw. 
: “The order should never pass,“ said 
Trustee Gross yesterday, and I have 
strong hopes it will be beaten. It is the 
practice to elect teachers the last of June. 
“Under the plan proposed, however, no 
-teacher would know until the first of Janu- 
gary whether she was to be employed for all 
the year. Her vacation would be spent in 
fretting rather than in rest, and when she 
got back she would work four months with 
the fear always before her chat perhaps she 
would be thrown out of a position in the mid- 
“dle of winter. 


Would Demoralize the mises. 


“The natural result of all this would be 
the teachers would spend a good part of 
‘their time in the fall and early winter seek- 
ing to be re@lected and we would have a 
demoralized force until after Jan. 1. 

“There have been too many things of 
late to disturb the minds of teachers and 
interfere with their work. First came the 
provision requiring them all to live inside 
the city limits. Many of them had bought 
* homes outside and were greatly excited 
. over the order. Finally the board saw the 
injustice of it and repealed it. 

Then the rule forbidding women teach- 
ers to marry kept them in hot water fora 
long time, and many other things came up 
calculated to distract the attention of the 
teachers from their work. And now comes 
this last proposition, which, if carried out, 
surely will demoralize the whole force and 
- keep it demoralized a good part of the year.”

FURTHER RESCUE HOME PLANS. 


Women Meet at Grace church Parish 
House to Hear Father Huntin 
North Side Location Favored: 


The Chicago women’ s movement tor the 
establishment of a rescue home for un- 
fortunate women reached a more definite 
stage yesterday, when it was derided the 
location of the home, which it is intended to 
open in the fall, shall be on the North Side, 
north of Division street and west of Clark 
street. It was also stated some of the work- 
ers had been secured and announcement was 
made that Father Huntington will address 
a meeting of women interested in the work 

to be held in the Auditorium Hotel parlors 


Father Huntington continued his ad- 
vocacy ot the plan in a talk to an audience 
of women in the morning at the rish- 
house of Grace Episcopal Church, 1445 Wa- 
bash avenue. After the address a confer- 


ence of the women present was held. In 
connection with his address Father Hunt- 
| ington read the views of Miss Lena Me- 


Ghee, the head of St. Faith’s House, New 


Haven, upon points in the subject under 


discussion. With reference to the discipline 

necessary to the maintenance of a house of 

rescue, Father Huntington stated his ob- 

jections to rigorous rules, and quoted Miss 

33 in support of his statements as foi- 
ws: 

I have spent the best part of my drown 
life in rescue work, and have dealt with 
hundreds of fallen women who were a terror 
to those among whom they lived. I never 
have met the woman who could not be 
managed without cruelty or brute force. 
But I have been told by Christian gentle- 
women that other Christian gentlewomen 
Ou 
this point I have only to say that I have 
known girls otherwise tractable who have 
been goaded to fury and rebellion by such 
treatment. 

Father Huntington outlined what should 
be the general purpose of a rescue home. 
The house should be organized, he said, with 
a view to training a girl for the place she 
naturally would fill and fill weil. It should 
give her principles and practices to aid her 
in her after life. Her social position should 
be neither raised nor lowered by the fault 
of her fall.
